Michigan's Good Samaritan Law 


GAYLORD, MI. During a 
drug overdose, a quick re- 
sponse can save a life. How- 
ever, people illegally using 
drugs sometimes fail to seek 
medical attention during an 
overdose for fear of alerting 
the police to their illegal drug 
use. In order to prioritize sav- 
ing lives, Michigan passed a 
Good Samaritan law in 2016. 
Michigan’s Good Samaritan 
law prevents drug possession 
charges against those that 
seek medical assistance for an 
overdose in certain circum- 
stances. This law makes saving 
lives the priority during a drug 
overdose, not criminal prose- 
cutions of illegal drug users. 

Recent data has shown an 
increase in overdose fatalities. 
There are many resources 
available to help fight addic- 
tion, including the Michigan 
State Police Angel Program. If 
you or a loved one is strug- 
gling with a drug addiction, do 
not hesitate to ask for assis- 
tance. There are online re- 
sources for obtaining the 
life-saving drug Naloxone as 
well.

New Year Fun F 


Caesar set Jan. 1 as date 
for New Year 


New Year resolutions 
date back even further to 
ancient Babylon

The date of January 1 for 
the New Year goes back to 
Julius Caesar, the Roman 
emperor who ruled a genera- 
tion before Jesus was born. 
His calendar, authorized in 
46 B.C., used the 365-day 
solar calendar as its basis 
and became known as the Ju- 
lian Calendar. 

Janus, a mythical king of 
early Rome, had been used as 
the image of the New Year 
more than 100 years before 
the Julian Calendar came 
into existence. Janus had two 
faces and could look back on 
past events and look forward 
to the future as well, so his 
image was associated with 
new beginnings. The month 
January is named after 
Janus for that reason. 

At midnight on December 
31, Romans pictured Janus 
looking back at the old year 
and looking ahead at the new 
year. The Romans started a 
tradition of exchanging gifts 
on New Year’s Eve and they 
also made resolutions for the 
year ahead. 

The idea of making New 
Year’s resolutions was not 
original with the Romans, 
however. In fact, it dates all 
the way back to the early 


Following guidance from 
the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) 
and the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services (MDHHS), the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is 
adopting the strategy re- 


leased by the CDC December 


27 for quarantine and isola- 
tion effective immediately. 
According to the CDC 
news release, given what is 
currently known about 
COVID-19 and the Omicron 
variant, the CDC shortened 
the recommended time for 
isolation from 10 days for 
people with COVID-19 to 5 
days, if asymptomatic, fol- 
lowed by 5 days of wearing a 
mask when around others. 
The change is motivated by 
science demonstrating that 
the majority of SARS-CoV-2 
transmission occurs early in 
the course of the illness, 
generally in the 1-2 days 
prior to the onset of symp- 
toms and the 2-3 days after. 
Therefore, people who test 
positive should isolate for 5 


days and, if asymptomatic at 


that time, they may leave 
isolation if they can con- 
tinue to mask for 5 days to 
minimize the risk of infect- 
ing others. 

Additionally, the CDC is 
updating the recommended 
quarantine period for those 
exposed to COVID-19. For 
those people who are unvac- 
cinated or are more than six 
months out from their sec- 
ond mRNA dose (or more 
than 2 months after the J&J 
vaccine) and not yet 
boosted, CDC now recom- 
mends quarantine for 5 days 
followed by strict mask use 
for an additional 5 days. Al- 
ternatively, if a 5-day quar- 
antine is not feasible, it is 
imperative that an exposed 
person wear a well-fitting 
mask at all times when 
around others for 10 days 
after exposure.

Babylonians (and they cele- 
brated the New Year in the 
spring, not on January 1). 
Their most popular resolu- 
tion was to return farm 
equipment. 

The Romans, starting 
around 153 B.C., simply con- 
tinued the tradition of New 
Year’s resolutions that the 
Babylonians had started. 

The most popular resolu- 
tion that people make today, 
not surprisingly, is to lose 
weight. Other popular reso- 
lutions are to spend more 
time with the kids, quit 
smoking and save more 
money. 

Here are the 10 most popu- 
lar New Year’s resolutions: 


1. Exercise more 
; Quit smoking 
3: Learn a new skill 


4. Drink less alcohol

Individuals who have re- 
ceived their booster shot do 
not need to quarantine fol- 
lowing an exposure but 
should wear a mask for 10 
days after the exposure. For 
all those exposed, best prac- 
tice would also include a test 
for SARS-CoV-2 at day 5 
after exposure. If symptoms 
occur, individuals should 
immediately quarantine 
until a negative test con- 
firms symptoms are not at- 
tributable to COVID-19. 
Please see this graphic for a 
summary of the new guid- 
ance. 

“We know these changes 
may be confusing and peo- 
ple may have unanswered 
questions at this time,” said 
Lisa Peacock, Health Officer 
for the Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan. “It 
will also take the state and 
local health departments 
time to update documents 
on their websites and other 
printed materials. We ask 
for the public’s patience as 
we, too, adapt to these new 
quarantine and isolation 
strategies,” she said. “In the 
meantime, we urge you to 
make good decisions for 
your health, and the health 
of your family and commu- 
nity members.” 

Peacock also added that 
these strategies emphasize 
the importance of being vac- 
cinated, getting your 
booster, and wearing a well- 
fitting mask. 

“The key to these new 
quarantine and isolation 
strategies released by the 
CDC is to follow good pre- 
ventive measures — and that 
means getting vaccinated in- 
cluding your booster shot, 
maintaining a safe distance 
from others, and wearing 
your mask,” Peacock said. 

Isolation refers to behav- 
ior after a confirmed infec- 
tion. Isolation for 5 days 
followed by wearing a well- 
fitting mask will minimize

It would seem strange for 
us to recognize any other 
date besides Jan. 1 for the 
New Year. Another tradition 
Americans have grown up 
with — especially those of us 
who live in the Eastern Stan- 
dard Time zone — is the drop- 
ping of the ball in Times 
Square. That tradition 
doesn’t date back quite as far 
back as the Babylonians but 
it is more than 100 years old. 

The first time the ball was 
dropped in Times Square 
was 1907. Actually, the idea 
of dropping the ball as a sig- 
nal of the passing of time 
was taken from the English 
Royal Observatory at Green- 
wich, which started that par- 
ticular tradition in 1833. 

The first ball that was 
dropped in New York in 1907 
was made of iron and wood 
and decorated with 100 25- 
watt light bulbs. It was 5 feet 
in diameter and weighed 
about 700 pounds. The ball 
has been replaced seven 
times through the years, 
most recently in 2008. The 
new ball weighs nearly 12,000 
pounds and is a 12-foot geo- 
desic sphere covered in 2,668 
Waterford crystals. 

The ball has dropped every 
year since 1907 except for 
two: 1942 and 1943, during 
World War II. About 1 million 
people turn out in Times 
Square for the New Year’s

Eve celebration each year. 
Roughly a fifth of them will 
be visiting from another 
country. 

More than 100 million 
Americans will watch the 
New York City bash on TV or 
social media, though the 
crowd in Times Square will 
be limited again this year be- 
cause of the COVID virus. In 
total, about 56 percent of peo- 
ple in the US. will see the 
Times Square event, how- 
ever. The Ball Drop will also 
appear on TV sets outside 
North America, as well. 
Broadcasters in Spain, 
China, Germany, Japan, Por- 
tugal, Venezuela and other 
countries will show the 
event, according to its web- 
site. 

The late Dick Clark may 
not have been around for the 
first dropping of the ball in 
1907 but his name was associ- 
ated for decades with New 
Year’s Eve here in the U.S., 
starting in 1973. Before Dick 
Clark, the name most associ- 
ated with New Year’s Eve in 
the U.S. was probably Guy 
Lombardo, whose band ush- 
ered in the New Year in New 
York for many years. 

The song most associated 
with New Year’s is “Auld 
Lang Syne.” It was written 
by the Scottish poet Robert 
Burns in 1741 and first pub- 
lished in 1796 after Burns’ 
death. Burns put words toa 
melody that was already pop- 
ular in Scotland and it has 
become the standard for 
bringing in the New Year. 
“Auld Lang Syne” literally 
means “old long ago” or, in 
modern English, “the good 
old days.”

Typically, 
crowds gathering on New 
Years Eve sing verse one 
and the chorus, and while 
venturesome spirits sing a 
shortened version of the 
full song comprised of 
verse one, five and the cho- 
rus. Seldom do the other 
versus resound with voices. 

There is some serious 
contention to the claim of 
Mr. Burns having been the 
originator of the piece. A 
letter written by Burns to 
an acquaintance named 
Mrs. Agnes Dunlop sug- 
gests that he restored the 
piece based on fragments of 
an old ballad dating back to 
the 15th or 16th century. It 
is generally agreed that at 
least two of the versus, (3 &

The melody for Auld 
Lang Syne (which trans- 
lates to “old long since”) is 
commonly credited to com- 
poser William Shield who 
originally used it in his 1783 
opera; Rosina. The tune, 
with Burns words, quickly 
became popular as the last 
song sung as evening gath- 
erings broke up. A ritual 
developed where the group 
stood in a circle, each per- 
son crossing his arms in 
front of his chest and clasp- 
ing his neighbors’ hands, 
and all arms swung for- 
ward and back in time with 
the music as the song was 
sung. 

Give that a try when the 
clock strikes twelve this 
New Year’s Eve.

DNR offers winter recreation safety tips 


As many people start ven- 
turing outside for the holiday 
break, the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
reminds everyone to consider 
seasonal safety tips before 
enjoying their favorite winter 
activities. 

"People often get caught up 
in the excitement of the mo- 
ment and overlook general 
winter safety," said Lt. Tom 
Wanless, with the DNR Law 
Enforcement Division's 
Recreational Safety, Enforce- 
ment and Safety Section. "We 
want to send out a beginning 
of the season reminder to 
please keep safety in mind 
this winter. Dress for the 
weather, check the forecast 
before you go out and, if 
you're snowmobiling, please 
ride sober and at a safe 
speed." 

Regardless of your favorite 
winter activity, prepare be- 
fore you leave the house by 
checking, dressing and pack-

. Carry a two-way 
communication device that 
receives service in remote 
areas. 

. Be aware of your 
health - if you're not feeling 
well, don't go out. 

In Michigan, all snowmo- 
bile operators between ages

tain a Michigan-approved 
snowmobile safety certificate 


to operate without a legal 
guardian or to cross a high- 
way or street. Earn your 
snowmobile safety certificate 
or purchase a trail permit on- 
line at Michigan.gov/Snow- 
mobiling. 

The DNR's Ride Right 
snowmobile safety campaign 
emphasizes the importance 
of riding sober, at a safe 
speed and on the right side of 
the trail. Speed is the main

White-tailed deer are re- 
garded by many to be one of 
Michigan’s most memorable 
and marvelous mammal 
species. Here are some fun 
and furry facts about those 
graceful and gregarious graz- 
ers: 

THE NAME GAME: The 
scientific name of white- 
tailed deer is Odocoileus vir- 
ginianus. The Genus name 
Odocoileus derives from 
Greek meaning “hallow 
tooth.” The species, virgini- 
anus, hearkens to the area in 
which they were first de- 
scribed by taxonomists. Ac- 
cordingly, another common 
moniker for them is Virginia 
deer. There are only three 
representatives of the genus 
Odocoileus native to the 
Americas (mule deer and the 
Central American brocket 
deer being the other two). 

Tail Waggin’: This mam- 
mal’s moniker fits it perfectly 
as its distinctive white tail is 
raised as a warning flag, sig- 
naling others when the deer 
senses or is fleeing danger. 

STATE SYMBOLS: Besides 
being our official state mam- 
mal, the white-tailed deer has 
been similarly recognized by 
10 other states including 
neighbors Illinois, Ohio, and 
Wisconsin. That makes them 
by far the most commonly oc- 
curring official state mam- 
mal. 

TALE OF THE TAPE: In 
the Mitten State, adult white- 
tails range in weight from 100 
to 250 pounds, although some 
behemoth bucks can eclipse 
that mass. With an average 
height between 31 and 40 
inches at the shoulders, 
white-tailed deer are smaller 
than other North American 
species of deer. Bucks 
(males) are generally larger 
than females (does), espe- 
cially during the mating sea- 
son, known as the “rut.” 

Preferred Prey: In Michi- 
gan, white-tailed deer are 
preyed on by wolves, moun- 
tain lions, bears, coyotes, 
bobcats, and fox. Smaller 
fawns may even be taken by 
large raptors including bald 
and golden eagles. 

COAT CHARACTERIS- 
TICS: White-tailed deer coats 
are a reddish-brown color in 
the summer, but morph into 
amuch grayer pelt in the 
winter. This alteration helps 
them to remain camouflaged 
as the colors of their environ- 
ment change. Occasionally, 
color mutations occur, such 
as piebald, leucistic, or albino 
varieties. A famous doe, 
known by many as Snow 
White or Lucy, is a leucistic 
animal found at Kensington 
Metro Park in Milford, MI. 
All of her offspring to date 
have had normal hair pig- 
ment. 

AMAZING ATHLETES: 
With feats that would put 
Olympic medalists to shame, 
white-tailed deer can sprint 
35 miles per hour and leap 
higher than eight feet. Addi- 
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Male whitetails usually develop antlers, which are made of extremely fast growing bone tissue, from nubs in late March through full-formation and shedding in

tionally, their tubular or hol- 
low hairs provide enough 
buoyancy to make them ex- 
cellent swimmers, which 
often pays dividends when 
evading predators. These spe- 
cialized structures also pro- 
vide insulation to combat the 
harsh winter conditions in 
our state. 

WIDESPREAD WHITIES: 
Whitetails are the most com- 
mon of all North American 
deer species. Astonishingly, 
their range now extends from 
the southern edge of the arc- 
tic prairies in Canada, all the 
way to the northern bank of 
the Amazon River! Highly 
adaptable, whitetails prefer 
open woodland but are also 
found on the outskirts of de- 
veloped urban areas and near 
agricultural lands and cac- 
tus-filled deserts. In Michi- 
gan, ideal habitat consists of 
dense thickets of shrubs in 
which to hide and feed. 


LONG IN THE TOOTH: 
The most common technique 
for aging white-tailed deer is 
tooth replacement and wear, 
a method developed way back 
in 1949! Since fawns are born 
from late May through July, 
deer are aged in year anda 
half increments, such as 11 
/2,21/2,31/2, etc. Tooth 
eruption and replacement of 
temporary teeth by perma- 
nent teeth can indicate the 
age of the deer up to 1 1/2 
years. As a deer grows older, 
the enamel begins to wear 
away, and exposes the dark 
dentine material, and notice- 
able distinctions occur be- 
tween each age class. Wild 
Michigan whitetails survive 
to three and ten years of age, 
with four to five years being 
most common, depending on 
climate conditions, disease, 
and habitat characteristics. 

FABULOUS FAWNS: 
White-tailed fawns are usu- 


ally born in the months of 
May and June in the Great 
Lakes State and average litter 
size is two. They’re best 
known for their dappled 
spots, which fade in the fall at 
three months old, that help 
them to blend in to their fil- 
tered-light, forest environ- 
ment. 

SNORTS AND GRUNTS: 
Thought by many to bea 
largely silent animal, white- 
tails actually emit a variety 
of vocalizations depending 
on the sex or situation. Does 
and fawns utter sounds in the 
form of snorts and bleats, 
while males are especially 
known for their loud grunts, 
which they bellow to estab- 
lish dominance. 

SUPER SENSES: Deer 
have a keen sense of smell, 
hearing, and sight, but are 
color blind. These senses 
help them to evade predators 
and to find food including 


plant materials like leaves, 
twigs, berries, tubers, and 

fruit, and fungi like mush- 
rooms. 

SPECIALIZED STOM- 
ACHS: Like other ruminants, 
deer stomachs have four 
compartments. This helps 
them to chew, digest, regurgi- 
tate, and chew again the 
tough plant materials that 
make up their diet. 

CASUALLY CARNIVO- 
ROUS: Although largely her- 
bivorous, white-tailed deer 
will occasionally go for meat. 
An inadvertent discovery oc- 
curred during a study ata 
Texas forensic body farm 
when scientists observed a 
white-tailed deer eating 
human remains! 

ANTLER ATTRIBUTES: 
Males (and rare females with 
hormone abnormalities) have 
antlers, which are made from 
bone. The antlers start out 
covered with a highly-vascu-

larized soft tissue known as, 
“velvet” which provides nu- 
trients for growth. The 
spring antler growth rate is 
phenomenal, sometimes up 
to %4 inch per day, making it 
perhaps the fastest growing 
tissue found in all mammals. 
When male testosterone lev- 
els diminish after the rut the 
antlers are shed, usually in 
mid-winter. Some people 
have a knack for finding shed 
antlers but, because they are 
rich in calcium and other nu- 
trients, they’re often instead 
eaten by animals such as por- 
cupines, rabbits and rodents. 
Although older males gener- 
ally do have larger antlers, 
the size and number of points 
(tines) of a buck's antlers are 
more dependent upon the 
amount of nutrients, vita- 
mins and minerals in the 
deer's diet. 

LONE-STAR SUCCESS: 
While Michigan boasts a deer 
population estimated at 1.75 
million, Texas is home to the 
most whitetails of any U.S. 
state or Canadian province, 
with an estimated population 
of 5.3 million whitetails! 

DREADED DISEASES: In 
certain densities or condi- 
tions, whitetails are suscepti- 
ble to deadly diseases 
including Bovine Tuberculo- 
sis (TB), Chronic Wasting 
Disease (CWD), and Epizootic 
Hemorrhagic Disease (EHD) 
which is transmitted by black 
fly (“no see-ems”) bites and is 
increasing in rate of occur- 
rence. 

WEST VIRGINIA WIS- 
DOM: Incredibly talented 
wildlife photographer is West 
Virginia deer whisperer, Curt 
Helmick. Curt travels to the 
Mitten State each year to 
specifically photograph big 
deer. When asked to share a 
fun-fact about whitetails, he 
taught me about what’s 
known as Bergman’s Rule. 
This principal states that, in 
the several subspecies of 
whitetails from Canada to 
Florida, that the further 
south you travel the smaller 
the deer. This progressive 
shift towards smaller individ- 
uals is because southern deer 
don’t need the added size to 
survive the milder winters. 

RANGALE TANGLE: A 
group of deer is commonly 
called a herd, but can also be 
called is a mob, a parcel, or a 
rangale! 

Champion’s Choice: While 
deer are not commonly used 
for team mascot names, the 
NBA Champions from Mil- 
waukee are proudly known 
as the Bucks!

Should you Appraise 
your Home Before Putting 
it on the Market? 


It isn't necessary, but an 
appraisal will give a good 
indication of the price the 
seller will actually get for 
their property. A real es- 
tate agent can give you 
similar reliable data to de- 
termine current market 
value. 

First, to determine the 
asking price, a seller's 
agent will look at the 
"comps," the price for 
which "comparable" homes 
in the area have recently 
been sold. 

Based upon these prices, 
the seller should adjust 
what they are asking. For 
example, if similar proper- 
ties in the area are selling 
for $210,000, then trying to 
get $250,000 usually does 
not make sense. Thus, be- 
fore putting the house on 
the market, a seller should 
review the "comps," which 
can be obtained from a 
local real estate profes- 
sional. 

The appraisal process 
used by a licensed ap- 
praiser is more theoretical 
than a "comp," and doesn't 
predict what a buyer will

be willing to pay. Why 
would anyone ever get an 
appraisal then? Although 
rarely needed by buyers or 
sellers, appraisals are nor- 
mally required by lenders 
who are considering mak- 
ing a loan. 

However, sellers of ex- 
pensive, custom homes 
may get appraisals, be- 
cause there may not be any 
homes in the area that 
compare. Buyers of these 
one-of-a-kind homes will 
also have more confidence 
in an asking price that is 
supported by an appraisal. 

Before determining an 
asking price, sellers should 
give their agent a list of 
major improvements done 
to the home, such as a new 
roof or upgraded heating 
system. 

This will help the agent 
consider all the factors 
when recommending a 
price. 

It will also put him or 
her in a better position to 
sell the house-and all of its 
features-for the best possi- 
ble price.
